Mrs. Fischel has a bullet in ber left shoul- 
der. 

Schreiber was strück ficht over the heart,

Fischel’s frenzied deed was the outcome 
of a bitterly contested divorce suit between 
him and his young wife. A week ago Judge

That brought 
out Fischel’s story. Chief Harrigan began 
asking questions and Figchel cut him very 
short by asking him if he was a reporter.

He beat her fre- 
quently, she Said, and had taken all her 
money and the goods. 

“Afterwards he tried to blackmail me. He 
said I was intimate with his wife. There 
was no truth m his charge and I told him 
to do anything he wanted to. He let the 
matter drop. ~ 

“Fischel has one wife in San Francisco, 
and it is said he has another in New York, 
and also one in Portland, Ore. He deserted 
them all. 

“He told Harry Wise, a cigar man at 
818 Franklin avenue, that he had killed a 
man once in Texas. 

“After I had been beaten by him I found 
that he had beaten others. He was a spéc- 


}tacle peddler and he beat everybody he 


could.“ 

When told of Fischel’s threat Lebricht 
laughed. 

“I saw him in front of my. store this morn- 
ing. If he wanted to shoot me he missed a 
good opportunity.” 


A Post-Dispatch, reporter accompanied 
Schreiber to Dr. Behrens’ office, Broadway 
and Market street, where the wounded man 
talked freely of the occurrence. 

Mr. Schreiber is a retired merchant, 60 
years old, and lives at 719 Hickory street. 

The old gentleman was in a highly nerv- 
ous condition and trembled as though with 
palsy, but his mind was perfectly clear. 

J did not think of Fischel resorting to 
Violence,“ he said. The first thing I knew 
about it was when I saw him draw his re- 
volver, point it at me and fire. Mr. McEn- 
tire was standing be?ween us and the bullet 
clipped the shoulder of his overcoat. He 
certainly meant to kill both his wife and 
me, and would have done so had not by- 
standers prevented. 

He hed no reason for wishing to kill me. 
We had never had any trouble before. I 
had only assisted my niece in her suit for 
a divorce and Fischel and I had never had 
any cross words. 

“Fischel came to St. Louis a little more 
than two years ago. He was a peddler, who 
had traveled all over the country. I did not 
know anything about him at that time. 
My niece; Sa Toblas, neo was 
about 33 years old, kept a small notion store 
at 6857 Cheltenham avenue. Fischel be- 
came acquainted with her and made love to 
her, _She married him almost two years 
ago. She had saved quite a sum of money, 
which Fischel took from her and spent. 

“Then my mece learned that Fischel had 
a wife and two children living in San 
Francisco. She came to me and asked my 
advice and assistance. I advised her to

Last February she filed her suit, and 
since that time he has not lived with my 
niece. 

“Last Sunday, while the suit was yet 
pending in the courts, he went to my niece’s 
home and broke into the house. He broke 
up a lot of furniture and would have whip- 
ped Teresa if she had not run out and gone 
to the house of some neighbors. 

“Fischel’s other wife and their two chil- 
dren now live in San Francisco. Her father 
formerly lived in St. Louis, but now lives 
in Denver, Colo. She has an uncle, Louis 
Kober, who Mves in this city now. He is « 
foreman in ithe F. R. Rice cigar factory.“ 
Drs. Behrens and Kier dressed Schrei- 
ber’s wound, after which he was sent to his 
home in a carriage. 

The bullet Struck the fourth rib carti- 
lege, close to the sternum, just over the 
heart. The et penetrated scarcely a 
quarter of a h. It struck the bone and 
bounded out and was found in the wound- 
ed man’s clothing. The shock from the 
bullet produced @ severe concussion, but 
the surgeons say the wound is not at all 
dangerous. He will be all right as soon as 
he recovers from the nervousness produced 
by the shock.

Some time after she filed her petition Mrs. 
Fischel through her attorney, Walter Mc- 
Entire, asked for semporary alimony’ while 
the case was pending. Fischel, who had 
retained L. Frank Ottofy for counsel, fought 
the claim for alimony; but on Nov. 23 last 
Judge Wood ordered the defendant to pay 
the plaintiff $35 for attorney’s fees. Two 
days later she Judge granted Fischel until 
Jan. 1 to pay the fee, and on Tuesday, Dec. 
29, Fischel, through Attorney Ottofy, filed a 
motion to set aside the order for the pay- 
ment of $35. 

Fischel alleged as cause for setting aside 
the order that the plaintiff had charge of 
his store and had an income sufficient to 
enable her to keep a servant, while he, be- 
ing deprived of his store, was without 
means of support, and could not pay his 
wife $35 on New Year's day. 

The motion was up for hearing Wednes- 
day and the shooting was precipitated by 
argument in court.

TO DEFEAT VEST. 

Information comes to the Post-Dis- 
patch from an authoritative source that 
a scheme is on foot to defeat the re-elec- 
tion of Senator Vest. The scheine is said 
to have the backing of the Cleveland Ad- 
ministration, if in fact it did nét originate 
with it.

AN EASTERN DELUSION. 

An editorial in the New York Herald, 
apropos of Mr. Bryan’s lecture at At- 
lanta, exemplifies the ignorance of the 
Eastern newspapers regarding the issues 
of the last campaign and the extent 
of the popular interest Which they in- 
spired.. It says that Mr. Bryan's lecture 
in Atlanta was a disappointment to his 
hearers, because the catch-words of the 
recent campaign no longer meet with a 
popular response.“ 

The plain truth is that if Mr. Bryan's 
Atlanta lecture was less of a success 
than was expected, it was precisely be- 
cause he avoided the style of treatment 
with which he used to electrify Western 
audiences,” and substituted a sort of 
non-partisan essay in philosophical poli- 
tics. The great crowd that assembled 
to hear his lecture did so in the expecta- 
tion that he would treat with his usual 
warmth and fervor those issues which 
have not died with the campaign, but in 
which they still feel an undying interest. 
It he had spoken as they expected, there 
would have been no lack of enthusiasm. 
If he failed to catch the temper of his 
audierice, it was because that temper 
was much less passive than his own. 

The Post-Dispatch believes that the 
country needs a period of comparative 
rest after a heated Campaign. But the 
Herald and other Eastern newspapers 
utterly mistake the people of the West 
and South if they imagine that there 
is any dimimition of interest in the prin- 
ciples and the policies for, which Mr.

GREATER NEW -YORE’S MAYOR. 

The charter prepared by the Greater 
New Vork Commission has been com- 
pleted and published and is a very in- 
teresting document. It provides the 
form of. government of a community 
with a population that exceeded by 
that of but four or five States, and with 
wealth that is exceeded by that of not 
more than four States in the Union. 

The notable feature of the charter is 
the dignity and power conferred upon 
the Mayor. His salary is fixed at $15,000 
per annum, and he is little less than 
an aubocrat. He will have the appoint- 
ment ot all the heads of departments in 
the city government with the exception 
of the Comptroller, and during the first 
six months of his t * have power 
to remove any or all ot his appointees 
without cause, After 43 he can re- 
move them for-eause. 

All this is particularly interesting ae 
showing the strong tendency in municipal 
government to concentrate responsibil- 
ity upon one executive. bead. “This 
Greater New York charter is the longest 
step in that direction that has yet deen 
taken. Every other great city in. the 
country will closely watch its operations.
